by Sens. Edmund S. Muskie. D-

legislation today lowering So­ 
cial Security taxes for 63 mil 
lion 
Americans 
but 
raising 
them for 8 million. 
Both declared Monday that 
the present payroll tax takes 
too big a share from low in­ 
come families. 
Social Security taxes are now 
levied on all income up to $7, 
800 per year. The rate is 5.2 per 
cent each on worker and em 
plover. 
Next year the taxable base is 
to rise to $9,000, with the rate 
remaining the same. But the 
rate will go up to 5.65 per cent 
in 1973 and reach 6.05 per cent 
by 1987. 
The 
Muskie-Mondale 
bill 
would remove the taxable base 
ceiling and apply the levy to all 
earned income.

With many oils commanding

prices, 
many 
average 
income earners with a hunger 
for an original work of art have 
turned to the “print” market, 
buying the etching as well as 
its sister forms, the lithograph 
and the 
woodcut. 
While the 
etching has been used by art­ 
ists as a means of expression 
for some 500 years, it is only 
recently that it — and its 
related forms — have begun to 
be collected seriously. 
The growing demand for these 
forms has spurred prices. 
One print dealer noted that 
rn 1947 he offered a Picasso 
etching for $110 and wasn’t able 
to sell it. The same etching 
now, he says, may fetch some 
$3,000 at auction. 
Despite rising prices, many 
good prints are available at 
lower cost, some for $50 and 
less. 
While loosely referred to as 
“prints,” etchings and the like 
are not to be confused with 
reproductions Simply defined, a 
reproduction is a facsimile or 
photographic copy of a work of 
art, such as an oil painting. It 
is printed on a mechanical, 
h i g h s p e e d press. Etchings, 
lithographs, and woodcuts, on 
the other hand, are personally 
e x e c u t e d and hand-printed 
works of art. The artist himself 
has created the image. In the 
case of an etching the image 
is on a metal plate, a lithograph 
on a stone, and a woodcut on 
a block. 
Associated American Artists, 
a New York gallery and mail 
o r d e r 
firm 
which 
deals 
primarily in prints, notes: “The 
value of an original print stems 
from the artist’s personal in­ 
volvement 
with 
the 
whole 
process of printmaking, from 
creation to execution, from the 
limited number of signed im- i 
pressions he makes, and from I 
the destruction of the plate 
when he is finished. An original 
print, therefore, is a work of j 
art unto itsef and not a copy 
of reproduction of anything that

In making an 
etching, the surface of a copper 
or zinc plate is entirely covered 
with a wax or varnish that 
resists the corrosive action of 
the acid. Lines are then drawn 
mto the covering layer, ex-

In a woodcut “the surface of 
the wood is cut away by hand 
so that only the image remains 
standing to provide a printing 
s u r f a c e .

Only the surface is 
inked and the image transferred 
to paper by pressing the paper 
to the inked surface with a 
special hand press or by rub­ 
bing the paper with a smooth 
object.”

John Gilligan’s troubles 
with Republican - dominated 
Legislature increased today in 
the wake of a gubernatorial 
veto of a bill that easily passed 
both houses. 
Gilligan 
Monday 
gave 
his 
first veto to a measure that 
would have shifted control of 
the 
State 
Emergency 
Board 
from the administrative to leg­ 
islative brunch of government. 
The bill had bi-partisan sup­ 
port, with the prime sponsor in 
the House a Democrat, Rep. 
David Headley of Barberton. 
There were indications an at­ 
tempt may be made to override 
the veto. It would take 60 votes 
in the House, 20 in the Senate. 
The bill would remove the 
state auditor and attorney gen­ 
eral, 
now 
both 
Democrats, 
from the board. It will give 
their seats to legislators. It 
would have also given the GOP 
control. 
The bill was modeled after a 
similar piece of legislation that 
took 
the 
State 
Controlling 
Board away from the adminis­ 
tration and put it in the hands 
of the Legislature. 
That bill was opposed by then 
Gov. James Rhodes, but he did 
not veto it. 
The Emergency Board farms 
out 
money 
from 
an 
appro­ 
priated fund to meet unplanned 
Board 
releases 
funds 
appro­ 
priated for specific purposes. 
Gilligan said he thought the 
Emergency 
Board’s 
duties 
were more administrative than 
legislative. He said he felt the 
auditor and attorney general 
should be on the board because 
of their jobs.

Brown wrote Gilligan he is 
directing the 88 Ohio county 
boards of elections to conduct 
elections under the plan passed 
by the board Sept. 30 and with­ 
out corrections submitted by 
Gilligan in a letter later that 
day.

apportioning 
the state and in accordance 
with the provisions of Article 
XI of the Ohio Constitution. 


“I am of the opinion that the 
plan adopted . . . is the plan by 
which elections must be con­ 
ducted in the state of Ohio un­ 
less the plan is found deficient 
by the Ohio Supreme Court.” 
The board adjourned follow­

meeting. 
Brown said it meant its job for 
IO years was finished unless or­ 
dered back into session by a 
court. 
The plan adopted must be 
published today. A court suit, 
according to Brown, is almost a 
sure thing. Republicans, and 
some Democrats, have prom­ 
ised legal action. 
Brown said the admitted er­ 
rors would, in themselves, open 
the entire matter for legal ac­ 
tion. 
Robert Tenenbaum, the gov­ 
ernor’s press secretary, called 
any errors in the plan “techni­ 
cal” and said they did not take 
away from the overall plan un­ 
der the one-man, one-vote rul­ 
ing of the U.S. Supreme Court.

Senate Pay Deferral Veto 
Eyed As House Move Fails

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s move to save $1.3 
billion by delaying federal pay 
raises for six months has sur­ 
vived a House fight only to face 
one in the Senate. 
The House rejected a veto 
resolution 207 to 174 Monday, 
and Sen. Frank Moss, D-Utah, 
said he will take one to the Sen­ 
ate floor Wednesday or Thurs­ 
day. 
Either chamber can veto the 
delay. 
House 
Republicans 
were 
joined by 59 Democrats, all but 
13 from the South, in defeating 
the veto resolution, which Nix­ 
on said would torpedo his entire 
inflation-fighting economic pro­ 
gram announced Aug. 15. 
Moss’ office said it had not 
had time to take soundings on 
whether a similar Republican- 
Southern Democratic coalition 
would support the delay in the 
Senate. 
Aides said Moss hoped to get 
the veto resolution through the 
Senate Civil Service Committee 
Tuesday night or Wednesday 
and onto the Senate floor, possi­ 
bly just before the 30-day dead­ 


line for vetoing the plan Thurs­ 
day. 
“If you break the dam today, 
if you open up the dike, then 
the inflationary field will be 
flooded,” said Rep. William M .1 
Colmer, D-Miss., during House 
debate. 
Opposing 
Democratic 
lead­ 
ership efforts to veto the pay 
delay, Colmer said the Presi­ 
dent held the advantage in a 
party-line fight 
“because 
the 
people of the country are be­ 
hind him.” 
But Speaker Carl Albert said 
Democrats were only trying “ to 
get the public and private em­ 
ployes in the same boat” by 
blocking the six-month pay de­ 
lay before Nixon had set wage 
guidelines for everyone else for 
the period following the current 
90-day wage freeze. 
The President’s plan to delay 
a January pay hike for 4.3 mil­ 
lion federal employes is the 
biggest item in a $5-billion gov­ 
ernment-spending cut to offset 
$7.8 billion in tax cuts. 
The House is to vote on its 
own version of the $7.8-billion 
tax-cut 
package 
Wednesday.
